Father of the “Grandfather 
Clause” in Election Statutes 
Fears for Time When Old 

Style Darky Is Gone. 


Jared V. Sanders, Speaker of 

Louisiana House, Gives Frank 

Statement of Purely 
Southern Views. 


[BY RAYMOND.] 
New Orleans, La., July 11.—[pecial.)— 
What is known as the “ grandfather ” clause 
was born right here in Louisiana, and while 
on my way into the heart of the black belt 
I was fortunate enough to make the ac- 
quaintance of the father of the grandfather 
clause himself. Curiously enough, he is still 
& young man, and a brilliant lawyer of the 


speaker of the Louisiana house of represent- 
atives, and a law partner of United States 
Senator Foster, is the originator of the idea 
of bringing a man’s grandfather into the 
polling booth. This notion has been copied 
in one form or another by almost every south- 
ern state, but it is worthy of note that as 
originally devised her® in Louisiana it was 
applied with strict partiality. 

The grandfather scheme in politics was de- 
vised for the purposé of permitting certain 
white men to vote who could not have quali- 
fied under either educational or property re- 
strictions. It is a thing which is but lttle 
understood in the north, and so for that rea- 
son I asked Speaker Sanders to outline 
briefly for me the suffrage restrictions as 
adopted in Louisiana. 


Service of Clause Now Ended. 

“To all intents and purposes,” he said, 
“the grandfather clause concluded its work 
nearly five years ago herein Louisiana. That 
is to say, the registration of voters made 
under section 5, which is the grandfather 
clause, was concluded in September, 1898, 
and those who did not take advantage of 
this section at that time cannot do so now. 
There are in our suffrage law three ways of 
securing registration as a voter. In the first 
place it was provided that if prior to Septem- 
ber, 1898. a man could prove that either his 
father or his grandfather was entitled to 
vote in 1868 under the old constitution he 
could be at once registered. If he did not 
take advantage of the grandfather clause 
before that time he would have to submit to 


tions. The lists made up in 1898 have not 
been altered since then, and of course they 
concern only the people who. were registered 
at that time. 

“* Secondly, a man is permitted to register 
provided he can fill out the blank spaces in 
an ordinary declaration which is printed in 
the constitution. No discretion is given to 
the election officers and there is no trick at 
all. The mere filling out of the certificate 
declaring the man believes himself to be a 
legal voter, when he was born, at such and 
such a place, at such and such a time, and 
that he is therefore so many years, months, 
and days old, is complete evidence of his 
having satisfied the requirements of the law. 

‘I myself opposed the proposition to intro- 
duce any trickery by requiring the applicant 
for registration to show he understands the 
law. We require an ordinary test of ability 
to read and write English, and nothing but 
that. You will see then that under the 
Louisiana law a man may become a voter in 
any one of three different ways. If his name 
is on the list established in 1898 he can vote. 
now, or if he can fill out the required certifi- 
cate, or if he can show that he pays taxes 
on property of an assessed value of $300. 

Law Does Not Discriminate. 

“So far as the law goes, there is abso- 
lutely no discrimination against the negro. 
There were free negroes in slavery days 
who had full political rights, and their de- 
seendants could have gotten on the grand- 
‘father list in 1898. It so happens that I was 
on that list as a matter of precaution, and 
as I can read and write and pay some taxes 
I can claim the right to vote under either 
one of these three provisions of the law, 
and every other man, black and white, has 
the same right.” 

Speaking with the utmost frankness and 
with that honesty of purpose and directness 
of logic which have put him at the head of 
his profession in Louisiana, so far as his 
years go, Speaker Sanders continued: 
““ We are willing to give to the negro every 
possible right except social and ‘political 
equality. That we will prevent his having. 
We will prevent it as peaceably as we can, 
but you can be sure that we will prevent it. 
The Anglo-Saxon never brooks opposition . 
from an inferior race, and white men will 
maintain their domination in Illinois as well 
as in Louisiana. This is a life and death 
matter with us, and every man who has 
actually lived among negroes understands 
this. I am quite well aware that this pol- 
icy may have a bad effect politically, outside 


“ot the black belt, but it will be maintained, 


and it must be maintained notwithstanding. 


Control Absolutely Necessary. 
“Congress may cut down our representa- 
tion, it may deprive us of both senators, but 
none the less we shall have to keep our con- 
trol of affairs in our own community. Few 
of our negroes have voted since 1898. In the. 


| sugar parishes they are all laborers and in 


the cotton belt they are generally tenants. In 
both eases the white men own the land and 


that when he finds that we don’t want him to 
vote, and insist on being allowed to run the 
politics of the community, he stays away 
from the polls. He is not disfranchised by 
law in Louisiana, and that fact should be 
known to all people.” 

During an extremely interesting talk on the 
general condition of the colored race in differ- 
ent sections of Louisiana, Mr. Sanders said: 

*“ Nothing has ever been known like the 
rapid degeneracy of;the negro in the last 
twenty years. It is almost unbelievable, and 
it cannot yet be comprehended by any one who 
has not watched it day by day. The negroes 
are drifting rapidly toward the cities, leaving 
the country in droves never to return. This 
degenerate class of negroes is becoming ad- 
dicted to all péssible vices, and drug habits, 
whisky, cocaine, 
things. I guarantee that of one thousand 
negroes along the levee you would find 700 or 
more afflicted with the vilest contagious dis- 
eases, which are being tranamitted to count~- 
less children. 

“These negroes are infinitely worse than 


the worst of their race twenty years ago.

‘ART GIFT BY MORGAN 


Offers His $6,000,000 Collection 
National Gallery. 


WANTS A SEPARATE WING. 


Congress to Act on Proposed Change in 
Corcoran Institution. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—[Special. )—J. 
Pierpont Morgan has offered to transfer his 
collection of paintings, valued at $6,000,000, 
and the finest private collection in the coun- 
try, to the proposed national art gallery in 
the event of its being, established. This in- 
formation was given today by an official of 
the Corcoran gallery, which would be in- 
cluded in the new concern. . 

Within the last week, it is stated, confer- 
ences were held by Mr. Morgan, a prominent 
citizen of Washington, and a trustee of the 
Corcoran Art gallery with this object in 
view. 
It is planned now to have a bill introduced 
in the next session of congress creating a 
national gallery and the bill will be intro- 
duced by a New York member, who will 
accompany the project with a voluntary 
offer of $1/000,000 for its maintenance. Pa- 
trons of art in this country from New York, 
Boston, and other art centers intend to go 
before corigress at the coming session and 
advocate the passage of the bill, which is 
understood to have President Roosevelt's 
approval. 

The trustees of the Corcoran gallery favor 
the movement for the reason that this gal- 
lery is confined in space and is hardly repre- 
sentative of the highest art development of 
the country. Special attention is to be 
devoted to exhibition of the ceramics and 
other products of the North American In- 
dian. 

The promoters of the bill also state that 
many valuable private collections are as- 
sured for the national gallery in event of the 
passage of the bill. One of the collections 
offered is said to be in New York and the 
owner is quoted as being willing to devote a 
large sum of money for the purchase of Fill- 
pino, Mexican, Cuban, and Porto Rican ex- 
amples of handicraft, including weapons, 
pottery, and needlework. | 
Mr. Morgan's offer for the transfer of his 
large collection is accompanied by no other 
condition except that at least one wing is to 
‘De Gevoted to the collection, which wili be 
known as the Morgan wing. ‘The incorpora- 
tion of the Corcoran gallery into a national 
gallery is deemed possibile under the original 
devisemen 


t. 
Mrs. Harriet Lane Johnston's bequest of 
paintings by famous masters to the Corcoray 
gallery will not be accepted by the trustees 
of that institution. She stipulated that 
another wing be added for it, and it was de- 
cided that it would cost more to erect the 
wing than the collection is worth.

The superintendent of the company at once 
appealed to Mayor Barker, but he was 
adamant. ‘‘ No repair work unless it is done 
under the eyes of the city authorities,” was 
his decision, and neither prayers nor threats 
could move him, 

Popular indignation against the traction 
company has been growing in Evanston for 
some time. Residents have protested against 
the service, but have been powerless to force 
any improvement in conditions. 

The mayor’s action is declared to be only 
the first move in a bitter struggle between 
Evanston and the traction company. Every- 
thing about the line is declared to be out of 
date and out of repair, but the company, 
patrons say, shows no disposition to better 
matters.

In Bed All Saturday. 

The pope remained in bed all day, much 
against his will. and received a number of 

isitors, including the wives of two of Big 
nephews. etal 

At noon the pontiff took his midday nour- 
ishment of sweetbreads, chicken, jelly, and 
a small glass of wine. 

After this meal he fell into a peaceful 
sleep, which continued until 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. This long period of slumber 
caused some apprehension, as many consid- 
ered it unnatural and arising from an aug- 
mentation of weakness. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon, however, the 
pope awakened, thus dissipating the fear of 
the approach of a state of coma. 

At 5:20 o'clock in the afternoon the pope 
was still awake, but was not feeling quite 
s0 well as in the morning. Still this fact 
occasioned no alarm, as it was announced 
that unless unforeseen symptome declared 
themselves the physicians would pot return 
to the vatican after issuing the evening bul- 
letin. 

Fears for the Kidneys. 

The doctors now are more concerned over 
the condition of the pope’s kidmeys than anye 
thing else, but they deny the presence of eny 
disease. Answering an inquiry on the sub) 
ject, Prof. Mazzoni said this evening: 

“TI know allaboutit. The news wasepread 
by an American doctor in Rome. I author- 
ize you to deny it emphatically and to meke 
the following statement: The disease of the 
pope is pneumonia, followed by pleurisy, or, 
az it is commonly called, pheuro-pneumonia. 
To have nephritis, which means inflamma- 
tion of the kidneys, the latter must be dis- 
eased, while those of the pontiff are healthy. 
His urine is scarce, but it is normal, both 
chemically and microscopically considered.”* 

The doctors now say they would scarcely 
be surprised if the seesaw between Hfe and 
Geath continues for another fifteen daya. 


Satolli Not Optimistic. 
Cardinal Satolli does not share the opti 
mism prevailing in the vatican. He said 
last evening: 

“I saw his holiness only last night and 
he was extremely weak. He has begun ta 
lose the power of enunciating his words 
clearly and his tongue seems to have some 
strange impediment, but his mind continued 
to be perfectly clear and he does not ap- 
pear to have any realization of the gravity 
of his case.

“The disputes of the last twenty years al- 
most invariably have been due to a lack of 
mutual explanations. It is not from having 
negotiated too much, but too little, that the 
two governments have ended by not under- 
standing each other. The Egyptian and Fa- 
shoda questions are proofs of this. For the 
future the two peoples may rest assured that 
the two governments, with friendly and loyal 
explanations, seek in good faith the basis 
of an agreement.” 

The Eclair says: ‘If an alliance was not 
signed, there was established an accord, the 
effect of which will make itself felt not only 
in Anglo-French relations, but alsd in the 
policy of all the great European powers.” 

The entire French press takes the same 
enthusiastic tone and considers the new un- 
derstanding as in effect. 

Closely associated with the visit of Presi- 
dent Loubet was the presence of the Amer- 
ican naval representatives in London at the 


same time. 
Three Powers Free Handed. 

The importance underlying the externals 
of both events evidently is fully recognized 
throughout the continent. That each of the 
three great nations whose representatives

BOAT CAPSIZES IN FOX LAKE:

Two Loads of Freight Loaded 
_on Terminal Transfer Cars | 
Despite Violence. 


POLICE FIRE IN THE ATR. 


Freight Handlers Refuse to Touch 
“Contraband” Goods and 


For seven hours yesterday two 
delivering freight for.the. Kellogg Switch- 
board and Supply company, struggled with 
angry mobs of sympathizers with the strike 
at the company’s factory. The two drivers, 
protected by three details of police, fought 
their way from thé plant at Green and Con- 
gress streets to the sheds of the Chicago 
Terminal Transfer railroad, at Western ave- 
nue and West Fourteenth street, and back 
again to Lafiin and Van Buren streets. 

At the freight house the thirty truck men 
refused to receive the Kellogg shipment 
and were immediately discharged. The 
wagons were unloaded and the consignment 
was placed in cars by the drivers and one 
of the railroad clerks. The electric com- 
pany’s employés were surrounded as they 
sought to leave the sheds and the police 
had to fire many shots to drive back. the 


crowd. 
Showers of Stones Thrown. 

All along the return route the wagons were 
assailed by stones and the drivers ané-the 
police were jeéred and insulted. The greatest 
trouble occurred at Lafiin and Van Buren 
streets, at the barns. The police were rein- 
forced and by a display of force succeeded 
in getting the men and property of the Kel- 
logg company safely within the stabie.

The riots were the climax of the long war~ 
fare that has been waged by_the striking 
employés of the Kellogg plant. The team- 
sters had joined cause with the electrical 
workers, and for weeks there had been dif_l- 
culty in getting supplies to or from the plant, 
The pressure became so great at length that 
the company determined to put on teams of 
its own. Two wagons were loaded at 9 
o’clock in the morning, and an hour later 
they drove west in Van Buren street, pre- 
ceded by a patrol wagon from the Lake street 
station. Small demonstrations were. made 
along the way and attention was called by 
other teamsters to the fact t the trucks 
held Kellogg freight.. 

The news reached the rallroad sheds ahead 
of the procession. Many wagons were drawn 
up waiting for their turn to unload, but on 
the appearance of the Kellogg vehicles every 
driver dropped the business on which hé tad 
been sent and devoted himself to annoying 
the newcomers. A blockade was formed. 
The police endeavored to untangle it, only te 
find that a worse j resulted. No sooner 
was one wagon driven'out of the way than 
another took its place, and the crowd on the 
grounds grew momentarily. 

Get Police Reinforcements. 


The police called for assistance and Lieut, 
Dorman and a squad of men came from the 
West Eighteenth street station. Gradually

Stones and 
bricks began to fiy over the heads of the 
police and the men they guarded. No sooner 
did the Kellogg wagons wheé! about for the 
return trip than a .jbundred. other wagons 
faced in the same direction. The latter closed 
in on the little squad and biecked the street 
before them. Many of the men leaped tothe 
pavement. The traces of the harness were 
cut and the horses loosened from the wagons. 
The police, perceiving that their corimands 
were merely jeered at, drew their revolvers 
and fired in the air.. The crowd fell back, 
the harnesses were patched, and a start was 
made. Again and again like scenes marked 
the march back to the stables. Once one 
team was gotten quite away from its wagon, 
and the police had to chase after it to re- 
cover it.

Old Style Negro Dying Out. 

Following up this line of thought, Mr. 
Banders with considerable Impressiveness 
voiced ths common fear one hears about the 
and which is always expressed as 
justification for stern measures, 

“What are we going to do when the last 
safeguard of these old time negro people is 
gone, I don’t know. Their loyalty is beyond 
question, and with that class of negro there 
is no trouble. Why, some of the old negroes 
still travel fifty miles to see my old father, 
and he has them up on the gallery of the 
house, where they talk for hours of old 
days in the parish, recalNing incidents of 
forty, fifty, and even sixty years ago. But 
the white man in the south today is con- 


the danger to women and children in those 
sections where fiendish crimes are reported, 
and no one knows just how fast or how far 
this mania among the black people for as- 
saulte upon the life and the honor of white 
“women will go. Lynching doesn’t seem to 
frighten these brutes, and the outlook for 
the future appears to have nothing in it, ex- 
cept the extermination or the deportation of 
the negroes.” 

I suggested that if the negroes were dif- 
fused throughout the country so that they 
would form only a small percentage of the 
population in any one place, thus breaking 
down the dangerous congestion of the blacks 
in the south, it would possibly solve the 
lem. I was surprieed, however, when 
this clear headed sugar planter, lawyer. and 
legislator advanced an entirely new idea in 
this direction, which may or many not be 
sound in principle, but which is none the less 
the point of view of an acute, even if he may 
be a prejudiced observer. 


- Diffusion Not a Solution. 

“ Diffusion of the negro will never help 
matters, and I will tell’ you why. You will 
find that the hill country of Louieiana, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, and thé Carolinas is prac- 
tically the same. In none of those sections 
does the negro dominate in point of numbers. 
The black man is concentrated along the 
alluvial bottom lends, and in those sections 
he largely outnumbers the whites. In the 
hill country, where the whites largely out- 
number the blacks, much different conditions 
prevail from those you will find in the bot- 
tom lands. . 

‘In the cotton country up in the hills Tom 
Brown, the white man, and Tom Jones, the 
black man, heave farms side by side. They 
do the same work in the fleld, borrow and 
loan. plows and other implements, and their 
women swap cornmeal over the fence. Theo-» 
retically there is nefther social nor political 
equality, but the white and the black are 
thrown together in a way which has a dis- 
astrous effect upon the young buck negro 
whose father is perhaps one of the better 
clase. The black young Jones sees the white 
Mies Brown dotng about the same work as 
his sister and living on terms of actual in- 
dustrial equality. He makes advances much 
as a white boy might, is repulsed in disgust, 
and reminded of the social differences he has 
forgotten. Then his savage blood flames 
up, he takes by force what he cannot have 
by consent, and gratifies his lust at the ex- 
pense of the poor, honest, virtuous white 
girl. Then the white mef gather quickly, 
hang the negro, or perhaps burn him as the 
people did in Delaware andin Illinois. That 
is what association on terms of apparent 
equality invariably does for the negro. 


Conditions in St. Mary’s Parish. 

“In my parish of S8:. Mary,” continued 
Speaker Sanders, “and in all other sections 
where the black man largely outnumbers 
the white, the conditions are almost ex- 
actly the reverse. On the real black belt you 
seldom hear of these horrible cases, which in 
other sections seem to be on the increase. 
With us the negroes never see the white peo- 
ple on anything like terms of equality. The 
planter, the overseer, and all the white peo- 
ple about the place ride on horses, while the 
negro walks. The black man seldom sees 
the women of the plantations except in their 
carriages, and the effect of all this is that 
the negro reeognizes the white man as a 
superior being, and it never occurs to him 
to offer any indignity, much less to attempt 
violence against the superior race. 

“Is it any wonder that the old time lust 
of blood sometimes strikes in on the white 
people as they see the old fashion negro 
disappearing, and crimes of inconceivable 
brutality increasing, while the negro is de- 
generating into a debased animal? 


Economic Conditions Explained. 


For the purpose of making a record of eco- 
nomic conditions in the different sections of 
the black belt, I asked Speaker Sanders about 
rates of wages and the supply of negro labor 
in the sugar courtry. 

“ All of our work,” hesald, “ is done by day 
labor. There is no opportunity to establish a 
tenant system because the raising and mar- 
keting of sugarcane involved the use of more 
or less capital. The Jaborer in the sugar 
fields is well paid. During the ordinary sea- 
son he gets 75 cents a day and his wife 60 
cents. In the busy season he gets at least 
$1.25 a day and 75 cents extra for half of a 
night’s work. Often the prices run much 
higher than that, but that is an ordinary 
average. These wages are all paid in cash, 
and they are in addition to many other things 
which the laborer is given. 

“ He has his little house rent free with a 
garden, in which he can raise his own vege- 
tables. The wooded section of the plantation 
is at his disposal, and the fuel he burns costs 
him only the labor of transporting It to his 
cabin. He is permitted to keep a cow In the 
plantation pasture, his chickens and his pig 
are his own, and he has ali the proceeds from 
any pork, chickens, milk, vegetables, or 
other farm products he may raise. Saturday 
evening he has the use of the plantation plow 
and mule to cultivate his own garden patch, 
and on Sundays he has a plantation wagon: 
and team to haul his wood from the timber 
patch.”

He was promised in return, he says, a 
certain contract of life insurance on the 
legal reserve plan providing he complied 
with certain provisions. 

i is charged upon information and belief 
by’ the complainant that the assets of the 
Merchants’ Life Association of the United 
States, amounting to $143,579.43, were appro- 
priated by the directors of the defendant cor- 
poration and the directors and officers of the 
Merchants’ Life association to their own 
use. Heckel also asserts that the defendant 
comcern and its officers and agents have 
.made sworn statements to the insur- 
anee department, as well as to the depart- 
mew.ts of other states, that the company has. 
assets of more than $1,500,000. About $900,- 
000 of this amount’ It is declared, consists of 
the interest bearing liens or certificates of 
loan, declared to be of no value.

business by the can ordinance. Their 
chief trade has been in skim milk, which has 
been sold for the genuine article, and from 
the fact that many of these dealers have not 
supplied themselves with the red cans it is 
inferred by the health department that they 
have ceased operations. 

“ These guerrilla dealers,” said Secretary 
Pritchard of the board of health, ‘‘have been 
selling skim milk for years at 5 and 6 cents 
a quart to the poor people of the Nineteenth, 
Sixteenth, and Sixth wards. The‘ red can’ 
ordinance has forced many of them out of 
business, or at least put a etop to their sales 
of skim milk. A large proportion of them 
have not complied with the ‘ red can’ ordi- 
namce because they realize that people will 
not buy skim milk when acquainted with its 
character, which ¢was exactly what the 
health department desired. I am not afraid 
that these dealers will evade the ordinance. 
They know that if they are caught selling 
skim milk from anything but a red can they 
will be prosecuted. Six inspectors are keep- 
ing a close watch on the milkmen.”’ 

The quantity of milk sent out from the pas- 
teurizing plant of the Children’s Hospital! so- 
ciety in the Thomas Hoyne school buildircg 
is increasing daily. Most of the milk distribv- 
uted goes to the stations at Hull House, Chi- 
cago Commons, and the Northwestern uni- 
versity settlement. In these dietricte the 
value of pasteurized milk as food for children 
is understood, and ft is not necessary to dis- 
tribute the circulars sent out by the milk 
commission.

In both the Sheridan and Lakeside clubs 
meetings of the directors will be held this 
week to decide what action shall be taken. 

“The Sheridan club represents an ex- 
penditure of $80,000," said J. J. Kelly, vice 
president of the club, last night. “It does 
everything that a social organization should 
do for the entertainment of its members. 
The sale of liquor is a mere incident. ‘ithe 
case on which the ruling of the Supreme 
court was based was in relation to a fake 
club organized to violate the law. I do not, 
belleve that the Supreme court will hold that 
a bona fide chub is a drame¢hop, as the statutes 
define it.

Property Owners in Wabash Avenue, Be- 
tween Twelfth and Twenty-second.

Property owners in that portion of Wabash 
avenue which has been encroached upon by 
the levee have complained to President 
James J. Gray of the board of assessors that 
the questionable character of the street has 
depreciated property $100 a front foot.

10 FISH FOR IRON MEDAL, 


CONTEST WITH ROD AND LINE TO- 
DAY IN SOUTH CHICAGO. — 


Champions Will Gather at Lake Calu- 
met and Battle for First Honors for 
Eight Hours—Ten Launch Loads of 
Admiring Spectators Are Expected 
to Watch the Proceedings—Other 
Interesting Events Down on the 


Program, 


South Chicago’s champion fishermen will 
compete for a four pound iron medal today. 
The one that catches and strings the most 
fish between 2:30 and 11 o’clock this morning 
will claim the championship of the United 
States and will get the medal. The medal 
was cast in the pattern works of the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company yesterday. 

The contestants will be James J. Ahern, 
who claims to be the champion fisherman 
of South Chicago, and Felix Morgan, super- 
intendent at the shipbuilding plant, with 
several dark horses. Ten launch loads of 
South Chicagoans will go to the fishing 
grounds in Lake Calumet to watch the con- 
test and cheer the winner, besides participat- 
ing in the feasting and drinking which will 
cost the loser several weeks’ salary. 

The rules that will govern the contest are 
made especially for Lake Calumet fishermen. 
No fish under gix inches in length will be 
counted. No worms can be used, the bait 
being minnows. Each contestant must use 
a twelve foot pole, without a reel. Bach 
fisherman must string his own fish.

The fishing 
contest started promptly at 2:30, Ahern elect- 
ing to fish in the reeds near the north side 
of the lake, while Morgan chose the open 
water near the mouth of the river.

There were incidental divertisements ar- 
ranged for the amusement of those who have 
not the patience to fish or to watch fisher- 
men fish, and the ten boatloads of mén will 
be sufficiently amused. The event which, 
next to the fishing. contest, will attract at- 
tention, is the rowboat race across the lake 
between James Filser and John Welsh, 
champion of the shipyards. The prize is a 
cast iron medal which weighs at least five 
pounds. 

There will be a swimming match between 
Master Mechanic Charles Wittenberg and 
his assistant, Emil Sabine, for a four pound 
medal and a free for all high diving contest, 
the prize offered being a pair of oars.

Billings Horse Trots Mile in 
2:034, the Fastest Made 
» bya Mare, 


IS DRIVEN BY SANDERS. 


Trainer Declares After the Trot 
That She Will Be Able to 
Beat Cresceus’ Mark. 


Cleveland, O., July 11.—[Special. ]—Lou Dil- 
lon, the remarkable little mare owned by 
Cc. K. G. Billings of Chicago, at the matinée 
of the Gentlemen's Driving club trotted the 
fastest mile credited to a mare, negotiating 
the distance in 2:03, driven by her trainer, 
Millard Sanders. , 

Not only is this the fastest mile ever trot- 
ted by a mare, but it is also the third fastest 
mile ever trotted and the second fastest on 
the Cleveland track. The conditions were 
‘almost perfect for the performance. The 
mare likes a hard track, and a terrific thun- 
der storm during the night made it so. 

Earlier in the afternoon there was a strong 
wind, but when Lou Dillon was brought out 
it had almost completely died down. On 
the first score the mare was sent away. She 
scarcely struck her best gait until an eighth 
of a mile had been traversed, the time 
for this distance being 16 seconds. The 
quarter was reached in :31%, and the half 
in 1:01%. : 

Big Crowd Cheers. 

When this was announced to the 12,000 
people present a cheer went up which never 
ceased until the handsome mare fairly flew 
down the stretch between the pacemakers, 
making the three-quarter pole in 1:32% and 
russing under the wire just thirty-one: sec- 
onds later. As Millard Sanders alighted, the 
crowd surged upon the track to congratulate 
him. Afterward he said: 

“IT am now certain that Cresceus’ world’s 
record is at Lou Dillon's mercy. I know she 
can go faster than she did today, which was 
her fourth appearance in public.’’ 

It was really a Billings day, for, in addition 
to the record breaking performance of Lou 
Dillon, the Chicago man carried off several 
other honors. He drove The Monk a mile to 
wagon in 2:05%, thus equaling the horse's 
turf record, and the pacer Greenline a half 
mile in :59%, the first quarter being in :28%. 
He purchased Greenline of J. H. Lesh this 
morning.

Conditions Favor Yankees. 

The contest opened under a strong’ sun and 
almost without any wind, conditions which 
previous practice indicated as favorable to 
the American team. , Each nation had a rep- 
resentative atthe scoring board of the others 
to check the scoring. Each man had fifteen 
shots at each target at 800, 900, and 1,000 
yards, making 75 the highest possible indi- 
vidual score at eachrange. 

As there were eight men In each team the 
highest possible score at each range was 600. 
Half of the members of each team completed 
their scores at each range before the others 
began. 

Timing and Sighting Good. 

The timing and sighting of the Americans 
received the highest praise from all the ex- 
perts who were gathered about their range. 
The full Americanteam finished shooting 
at the 800 yard range first, thereby having 
a margin of half an hour to add to the time 
allowed at the next distance, as the teams 
had to finish each round in an hour and 
three-quarters. 

This margin was most useful, as there 
were frequent puffs of wind from the left 
across the ranges, and they had to wait for 
these to pass in the next round before firing. 
The first American section in shooting at 
the 900 yard range was admirably guided 
by the telescope of Capt. Bruce and their 
colleagues, and their scoring scarcely suf- 
fered under the tricky conditions. Frequent 
puffs of wind in the afternoon made the con- 
ditions difficult at the 900 yard range, and 
all teams fell considerably below their early 
scores. 


Not Flurried Nor Hurried. 


The Americans took within four minutes of 
their time limit to complete their shooting, 
but all of them fired without any flurry. 
Lieut. Holcomb of the United States Ma- 
rine corps was slightly injured in one of his 
fingers by a split cartridge, but his shooting 
did not suffer by the accident. 

When the shooting of the first sections of 
the various teams at the 1,000 yard range had 
been completed it was evident that America 
would lift the trophy. Its team had in- 
creased their lead at every stage since the 
conclusion of the 800 yard shooting, when 
they were three points behind. This was a 
surprise to the spectators, as it had been 
freely predicted that the English team would 
wipe out the deficit on the longest range. 

The teams drew lots for places at the last 
stage, so there was no possibility of collusion 
between the markers and any teams. When 
the drawings were made the Americans 
found themselves next to the extreme right, 
which was occupied by Norway. 


Keogh’s Work a Feature. 
The Americans had the French team on 
their left, and then came Natal and England. 
A feature of the shooting of the Americans 
at this range was the work of Keogh. After 
beginning indifferently he scored seven bull’s 
eyes in. succession. 
There was a great crowd around the firing 
line in the afternoon. Among those who wit- 
nessed the victory of the Americans was 
Amassador Choate, who was accompanied 
by Capt. Stockson, naval attaché of the 
embassy; Mrs. Choate, and Sir Auburey 
Fletcher, president of the Amy Rifle asso- 
ciation. 
When the victorious American team had 
assembled with their friends Maj. Gen. Lord 
Cheylesmore, who had charge of the match, 
made a short speech. Addressing Ambassa- 
dor Choate, who was standing beside the 
Palma trophy, he said he heartily congratu- 
lated the American team on their plucky and 
successful shooting. 

Trophy in Good Hands. 

He felt that if England must lose the trophy 
it could not be in better hands. He said he 
hoped to send an English team to the United 
States next year totry to bring it back again. 
Lord Cheylesmore then asked his wife, 
daughter ‘of the late F. O. French of New 
York, as an American woman, to hand the 
trophy over to the victorious team. 
Lady \Cheylesmore, after looking at the 
height of the trophy and calculating its possi- 
ble weight, said with a laugh that she hardly 
thought shé. would be able to do as her hus- 
hand had requested. Therefore she asked 
Col. Bruce to cogsider that it had been handed 
over. 
Col. Bruce, in aceepting the trophy, said the 
team had met with a most cordial! reception 
everywhere in England. He expressed the 
hope that they would. have the honor to de- 
fend the trophy in the United States in 1904. 


Private Cook Cheered. 
Private Cook of the District of Columbia's 
regiment got a round of oheers when he 
arose at the 800 yard range for his capital 
shooting.

T. C. McDowell's Monarka won the Young 
handicap at one and three-sixteenths miles 
at the Washington park track yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

Five 
lengths back of the money winning trio came 
Gold Bell, Florcarline, Little Scout, Aladdin, 
Jack Ratlin, Macy, and Gregor K. in the 
order named. 

A field of ten started, and the race was run 
comparatively truly. Monarka was bestand 
was intelligently handled. Helgesen kept 
the mare in an outside position in fifth or 
sixth place until the field was half way up 
the back stretch. There he cut loose with 
her, and by a fine display of speed moved 
steadily to the front, getting the lead before 
the home stretch was reached. In the run 
home Helgesen saved her for a final effort. 
allowed Lucien Appleby to get his head in 
front for'a time, then made his final call. and 
Monarka responded well and won in a drive 
by a half length. 


Six Shooter Is Withdrawn.

ONE VOTE DEPEATS ORDER 


SALESIANS SCHOOL CLOSED BY 
FRENCH SENATE. 


Institution Had for Its Purpose the 
Technical Training of Orphans in 
Work of the Trades—Waldeck-

PARIS, July 11.—The chambers sessions 

broke up last Saturday after having voted 
four tax bills. The senate voted for the dis- 
solving of the religious order founded by 
Dom Bosco, which has charge of an orphan- 
age for the professional instruction of chil- 
dren in trades, called the Salesians. These 
Salesians appeared to the senate to be busi- 
ness. men rather than religious, and Wal- 
éeck-Rousseau was the one majority which 
decreed their dissolution.

Lays Basis for New Treaty. 

The king, by his recent visit to Paris, where 
he is so weil known, rendered a gredt service 
to both countries, which may soon result in 
a treaty of arbitration. For such a treaty 
his majesty’s ministers, especially Lord 
Lansdowne, would, of course, be responsible, 
but this is one of the opportunities where the 
sovereign, without stepping beyond his 
proper sphere, may smooth the wheels of 
diplomacy and maintain the harmony of 
nations.

tection of the papacy and responsible for its 
safety, but likewise as having inherited from 
the former temporal government of the holy 
seat the functions of those civil officials of 
the latter who were intrusted with the or- 
ganization and guardianship of the conclave 
by medieval papa! bulls. 


Political Significance to Powers. 


We are therefore confronted by the spec- 
tacle of five powers—namely: Italy, Austria, 
Germany, Spain, and France—each resolved 
to influence the forthcoming conclave, and 
theipapacy equally determined to prevent any 
interference on their part in the election of 
the next pope. France, of course, is inter- 
ested in having a pope who, if not a foe of 
Germany and of the political aspirations of 
Framce’s various monarchical pretenders, 
may at any rate be relied upon to maintain 
a strictly impartial attitude. For it cannot 
be denied that the French government has 
suffered considerably from the pronounced 
German sympathies of an influential element 


of the: curia at Rome, and likewise from the 


support given by the church to the mon- 
archical movement in France. In Germany 
the ‘most powerful party in the imperial par- 
liament is the so-called Roman Catholic cen- 
ter, which by casting its vote for or against 
any measure submitted to the reichstag de- 
cidds its fate. This Roman Catholic party 
takes its orders from the vatican, and should 
these commands be issued by a pope opposed 
to German interests, as understood by the 
kaiser, parllamentary government at Berlin 
would become just as difficult as it is at 
Vienna. ; 

Indeed, there is no empire in all Europe, 
save perhaps Spain and Portugal, where the 
Roman Catholic episcopacy and clergy take 
sO prominent a part in political life as in 
Austria-Hungary. Many of the troubles at 
Viefina and at Buda-Pesth in recent years 
have been due to conflicts between the eccle- 
siastical element and the government, the 
clergy receiving its instructions through the 
papal nuncio. More than once, indeed, has 
Emperor Francis Joseph been obliged by his 
ministers to ask for the recall of a nuncio 
owing to the influence exercised by the latter 
at the expense of the administration of the 
day on the episcopacy and clergy of the dual 
empire, which is therefore supremely inter- 
ested in having at the vatican a pope who is 
friendly to the house of Hapsburg.

JUDGE GROSSCUP’S OPINION. 

_ Judge Grosseup is convinced that the 
‘ninety-nine year act is constitutional. His 
opinion tosthat effect is not a decision by 
the court of.last régort, but-it is the opin- 
jon of a fair judge who has studied the 
legal features of the. case more carefully 
than most men have. , It is also the opin- 
ion of a~man who presumably would like 
to believe that the act of 1865 is not valid, 
Certainly that is the way nearly all Chi- 
cagoans feel about the matter, and the 
judge presumably feels in the same way, 

The traction companies contend that,the 
ninety-nine year law applies not merely to 
the streets specified in it but to all on 
which the council has authorized the com- 
panies to lay tracks since it was enacted. 
The argument in sypport of their position 
is tersely stated by Judge Grosscup and is 
plausible. 

The judge says “there is much force” 
in this view, but he does not say that he 
is convinced. It is more than doubtful 
whether the court of iast resort. can- be 


'|-convinced that the general assembly of 


‘1865, foresaw the growth of Chicago, and, 


‘eorporations a mouopoly of the business 
‘to endure until this century is more than

In 
his opinion, without a waiver of legislative 
‘grants myhicipal ownership will be out of 
the question and*it will bé impossible for 
tlie city to. supervise the companies in such 
a manner as to get the best service for 
their customers. : 

There are,-as Judge Grosscup says, 
“many who think the surrender of legis- 
lative grants should be-without tondition 
and without compensation.” There are 
others interested in the traction companies 
who believe there can be no waiver of the 
grants without the consent of every bond- 
holder as well as of the companies. The 
judge says “both of these views are in 
7 judgment too rigid and too far reach- 
ng.” 

Judge Grosscup’s opinion is not a finality, 
but it gives material for thought to all 
who have contended for the unconditional 
surrender by the traction companies. of 
their rights under the ninety-nine year law. 
If the municipal authorities were to in- 
sist on that kind of surrender they would 
embark thd city in protracted litigation 
with the chances of success against it: 
While the city and the companies litigated 
the public would suffer. 7 


CONGRESS HAS NO POWER 

Tue Trisvene is in receipt of a letter from 
a Kentucky clergyman, who suggests that 
a campaign of education be inaugurated to 
educate the president up to the point of 
asking in his next annual message to con- 
gress “ for the abolishment of-our present 
hideous and dangerous manner of celebrat- 
‘ing the fourth and to introduce a saner and 
more patriotic way.” ) 

Some sbetter way for commemorating the 
fourth should be ‘devised. The death list 
is growing larger every year, owing to the 
increasing abandonment of the oldtime Chi- 
nese firecrackers and the substitution for 
them of the infinitely more dangerous, as 
well as noisy and expensive, American can- 
non crackers. 

But the president, congress, the army, 
and the Supreme court combined could not 
do one thing to interfere with the celebra- 
tion of the fourth, no matter how dangerous 
it became, except in the territories and the 
city of Washington. The genius of the 
American people is not adapted to central- 
ized government. Americans believe in and 
possess local self-government. The national 
government cannot tell the people of a state 
what they must or must not do on the fourth 
of July or any other day. Evidently the 
Kentucky clergyman is not familiar with 
the constitution and the reserved rights of 
the states. If the time ever comes when 
the president interferes in fourth of July 
celebrations except in his own family, the 
character of the American people will first 
have changed radically and changed for the 
worse. Perhaps the American people will 
of their own motion take up a better mode 
of observing Independerce day than the one 
in vogue now, but there is no immediate 
prospect of a change for the better. 


BEADING HORACE AT 93. 

As a young man Leo XIII. was not ro- 
bust. A poem of his, written while he was 
in his twenties, describes his sensations of 
physical tedium and langucr. He did not 
expect then that his frail constitution could 
long survive the demands made upon it by 
his studies and other labors. : 

It was not fated, however, that it should 
be.true of Pope Leo that—: 


His fiery spirit, working out its way, 
Fretted his puny body to decay. 


His puny body, instead of growing punier 
with years, grew stronger. His equable and 
temperate life brought the reward not only 
of conscious virtue but of increased vigor. 

-Leo’s case differs, therefore, from that of 
William III. of England, who was an in- 
valid practically from the day of his birth 
to the day of his death, and who went cam- 
paigning wken his physicians told him he 
had only a few weeks to live, It differs 
from those more recent cases of John Rich- 
ard Green and Prof. W. K. Clifford, who 
studied and studied and wrote and wrote 
when their physical distress was so greatas 
to make thinking an additional torture, It 
differs from the. case of the younger Pitt, 
whose maladies, though pluckily resisted, 
followed him throughout his life. 

Leo XIII. does not belong to this glorious 
company of harassed but immorta! tnvalids. 
He was more fortunate. That vivid vital 
spark which, despite his frail constitution, 
must have been with him from the begin- 
ning triumphed at last over his physical 
difficulties and bfought his body into a state 
of complete control and efficiency. He was 
in better health, as far as power of work 
was concerned, at 60 than at 20. 

He showed what can be done in the way 
of acquiring health by a man who, though 
not blessed with the body of a gladiator, has 
that greater blessing Which, perhaps, might 
be called pliysical tenacity.

EDUCATE THE BLACK MEN. 
Booker T. Washington says: 
The negro in this country constitutes the most 


| compact; reliable, and peaceful element of labor; 


one which is almost the sole dependence for pro- 
duction in certain directions; and I believe that, if 
for no other higher reason than the economic one, 
the people will see that it is worth while to keep so 
large an element of labor happy, contented, and 
prosperous by surrounding and guarding it with 
every protection and encouragement of the laws. 
In the long run nothing is more coatly and unsat- 
isfactory §han discontented, unhappy, and rest- 
legs labor. Few people are wise enough to learn 
the/economic value of justice. 

The southern land owner depends abso- 
lutely on black labor. . There is no surplus 
anywhere, and a scarcity in many quarters. 
Each state—each county, indeed—while en- 


and counties, guards jealously its own sup- 
ply. The employment agent who tries to 
‘coax negroes from one locality to gnother 
is looked on with marked disfavor. There 
are state laws imposing on men in that busi+ 


While the land owners compete for black 
labor they have nota good word to.say con- 
cerning it. They condemn it as unreliable. 
They say the negroes will stop working’at 
the most critical moment, unless the ‘whip is 
used freely. They use it unstintedly, al- 
though nothing is better calculated to make 
men “ discontented, unhappy, and restless 
than the lash. If it were used on laborers of 
any othet color than black there would be 
something. more than discontent. There 
would at least be an exodus, and there prob- 
ably would be a general revolt. While the 
negro lacks many useful qualities, he is 


ditions which would exasperate people of 
other. races. 

The negro is not a reliable laborer because 
he is so ignorant. He is not so much handi- 
capped, perhaps, because he cannot read 
and write, though it would aid him greatly 
to be able to do so, as he is in other ways. 
There have been white men who could do 
neither and yet made their way in the 
world. The negro at the south is chiefly 
handicapped because he is ignorant of the 
value of time,_.of the value of*money, and 
also because he never has been taught to do 
intelligently and to the best advantage the 
field work he is expected todo. Whatever 
will rid him of ignorance in these respects 
will make him more useful to himself and 
to the community. ; 

Yet there is a popular sentiment at the 
south against the education of the blacks. 
There is an apparent inability to recognize 
-not only “ the economic value of justice "-— 
it does not pay to, whip negroes to make 
them work, because they will not. endure 
it always—but also the economic value of 
education. What intelligent efforts are be- 
ing made by southern white men to teach 
the negroes what they need to learn most? 

The southern people have a labor class 
Which possesses the priceless quality of 
good nature and the contented spirit, It 
will be their own fault if they fail to use to 
better advantage than they have the labor 
instrument put in their hands. .

THE CONEQLIDATION OF STATES. 

Half a century ago what is now the 
kingdom of Italy was divided up into the 
kingdoms of Sardinia and the Two Sicilies, 
the states of the church, the grand duchy 
of Tuscany, the duchies of Parma and Mo- 
dena, and the Austrian provinces—Lom- 
bardy and Venice. The school boy had 
more to learn then than he has now. There 
has been a similar pleasing change as re- 
gards Germany. The school boy no longer 
has to learn a long list of Anhalts and of 
Hesses. The map of Germany, has been 
greatly simplified and improved by the blot- 
ting out of the tiny states. 

Perhaps the next genera tion will witness 
a simplification of the map of South Amer- 
ica. There are on that continent some small 
atl weak republics which have large, pow- 
erful, and land hungry neighbors. The three 
‘South American lambs are Uruguay, Para- 
guay, and Bolivia, The three lions which 
have an eye on them are Brazil,*Argentina, 
and Chile. Whenever they can agree on a 
plan of, division three little republics will 
cease to exist. | 

Not one of them has a powerful friend. 
Peru would be glad to help Bolivia, but 
would be afraid to incur the displeasure of 
Chile and be the victim of another war with 
that. nation, The northern states of the 
continent—Equador, Colombia, and Vene- 
'guela—can do nothing to aid their weak 
sisters in the south. The United States is 
not called on te interfere in the matter. It 
is only against European aggression that it 
undertakes to defend the American repub- 
lies. It has nothing to do with their wars 
among themselvds so long as the interests of 
the United States and its citizens are not 
affected. . 

Probably the absorption of the weaker 
by the stronger states will lessen the dan- 
ger of European aggression, and the only 
republics.which the United States may be 
called on to protect will be those on the 
Caribbean sea. Brazil, Argentina, and Chile 
will be quite able'to take care of themselves, 
especially if they act in concert. 


LET US HAVE LESS NOISE. 

Every new invention means a new boise. 
This is a “law of progress” which we 
commend to the attention of the profes- 
sors who are to get out fall books on so- 
ciology. The typewriter, the electric fan, 
the elevated road, the megaphone, the steam 
calliope, all add new uoises to an already 
sufficiently noisy civilization. 

But there is one exception to the law of 
increasing noisiness. There is one ivven- 
tion which instead of giving our ears more 
work gives them less. That is the rubber 
heel, 

The rubber heel not only brings no new 
noise into the world, but it removes an 
old one. It is twice blessed. Its inventor 
should be granted a medal, or a monument, 
or a niche, or an apotheosis, or something. 

Our motto should now be: “ Rubber 
heel our civilization.” .The huihin foot- 
fall is not the ouly thing that needs rubber- 
ing. Almost everything else needs it as 
well, The professors of acoustics, though 
we have urged them several times to ad- 
dress themselves to the task of protectiug 
and preserving the eardrums of civilized 
man, remain supine and indifferent. We 
shall perhaps have to depeud on inventors 
outside the,universities. 

No one will care, however, where the 
inventors come from provided they come. 
Our civilization must get rubber heeled 
somehow. We have done something to con- 
quer cold. We have done something to 
conquer heat. We have done something 
to conquer space and time... Noise remains 
more defiant than ever. Surely, it will not 
be the one exception to the general rule 
of human triumph over natural enemies.

MAN’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

“‘And it game to pass, when the evil spirit from 
God was upon Saul, that David took an harp, and 
played with his hand; so Saul was refreshed, and

God has again and again in his mercy 

shown us by bitter experience that the sight 
and study of the beautiful is of no avail 
against the insidious workings of the uncon- 
verted heart. The emotion that wakens us 
up from our lethargy, that for the tl being 
stills in us the troubled waters of human 
strife, and the madness of tll governed pas- 
sion. is but for the moment, if it is not sus- 
tained by inspiration from a more perma- 
nent and abiding source of good. We need 
awakening, we need the stilling of the waters, 
we need the inspiration of the moment, but 
we need afterwards to live by the regulative 
virtue of a faith that stays on from day to 
day. 
Yes, we are not to neglect, still less despise, 
the stimulus of the moment. We need it 
alike in our moods of turbulence and In our 
moods of lethargy. We need it to calm and 
also to inspire. Our error and our danger lie 
in imagining that we can trust alone to these 
moments that they will do for us what they 
were never meant todo. Their place in our 
education is that of witnesses and reminders 
rather than that of permanent forces and 
guides. The harp of David brought all 
heaven “ before the eyes’ of Saul, but when 
the music passed into silence the evil spirit 
came back. Yet he (Saul), we are sure, was 
responsible for these moments, for he should 
have been the better for them. 

We, too. are responsible for such moments, 
for they are witnessed to a world of beauty, 
goodness, and harmony lying above and 
around us: so near, did we but know it, to 
every one of us. But, O, so easily lost sight 
of, so easily forgotten! Such awakenings, 
such pleadings, as those which the young 
David brought to the stubborn and malignant 
king, aré vouchsafed to us through a million 
channels of God's universe. 

Beauty of nature, beauty of art, beauty of 
pathos in human character and vicissitudes 
of human life are all witnesses and foretastes 
of the things which God has prepared for 
those who love him. We dare not trust to 
them. God is a jealous God, and for the love 
of us will not brook that his witnesses are 
accepted as his equivalents. If we trust to 
them for that which they cannot achieve 
we shall reap only disapopintment and dis- 
illusion, if not shipwreck. 

Such its the moral of the story, whether as 
applied to the individual life or that of the 
community. Let us thank God always for 
the times and seasons when some special visi- 
tation of his mercy, or some special realiza- 
tion of our brotherhood, has tifted us, if but 
for a season, above our common level of in- 
difference. But let us also remember that 
we dare not trust to the thing lasting, for be- 
sides that reaction is inevitable, there can be 
no permanent healing butin the §pirit of God, 
and in the datly bread of his grace, in the 
gradual strengthening of character, and the 
daily repentance for the daily failure.

. Were its physiological effects which have been 
studied by many observers, including the present 
writer. These effects are of two kinds; those which 
2 x show themselves at once and those which are not 
gpserved until after the expiration of a longer or shorter latent period. 
The effects of the former class are produced on the eye alone, while those 
of the wong’ are common to all the organs and tissues. 

In the first case let us consider the general effect o : 
the eye and its visual powers. When we look under oe file ostney 
at the radium compound used in my experiments we merely see a coarse 
prown powder resembiing granulated smoking tobacco. But the effect is 
. markedly different when radium is brought within a few inches of the 
eyes after they have been covered with a black bandage for several min- 
gies and have become accustomed to the darkness.

They consist of material particles, and never deviate from the straight line 
of motion. 

_ When the box of radium is held above the level of the bandaged eyes 
the lower half of the retina is illuminated much more strongly than the 
“upper, and the blindfolded person observes that the light comes from 
above. Similar results follow when the radium is placed below or at the 
side. In short, the blindfolded person after a little practice can trace more 
or less distinctly figures drawn in the air by moving the radium about. 

These results naturally lead to the idea of enabling the blind to see by 
the aid of radium. But all experiments to this end based on the direct 
action of radium rays on the retina have shown this method to be-imprac- 
ticable and probably injurious—impracticable because each diseased retina 
has its indiviaual peculiarities, and probably injurious in view of the ob- 
served effects of radium rays on living tissue.

nized in all parts of the world. Therefore the history of the evolution of 
the typewriter of today may be gleaned from an account of the failures 
and successes of American inventors, and incidentally I might say that 
nearly 2,000 patents in the-class of typewriters have been granted in the 
United States patent office. It is impossible to go into detail of the nu- 


merous attempts to construct a practical typewriter or the various inventors | 


who labored toward that end. While most of these men failed to produce 
a perfect machine, their efforts contributed to the fina] success, and to 
each of them a share of the credit is due. In this connection, however, 
it may prove interesting to mention some of the earlier inventions. The 
first typewriter invented in the United States was called the “ typogra- 
pher,” and was patented in 1829 by William ..ustin Burt of Detroit, Mich. 
It never produced good results. In 1843 Charles Thurner of Worcester, 
Mass., patented a writing machine which produced good results in every 
respect except speed. Another step in the evolution of the present day 
typewriter was the invention of A. Ely Beach of New York, who secured 
patents on a machine in 1847 and in 1856. 

It was not until 1874, however, that the typewriter was placed on the 
market for general sale. Like many other inventions which have grown 
to be indispensable, the typewriter was first greeted by the public with 
skepticism. But the typewriter had a usefulness which was not td be 
ignored, and among the first to recognize this fact were the court stenogra- 
phers, who found that with the aid of the typewriter’ they could make sev- 
eral copies of a record at the same time and with neatness and dispatch.

istory ot the Cypewriter and Its Use. — 


Lawyers, having the dtivantages of the machine thus brought ‘home to 
them, soon began to adopt it for private use. Courts of law, which for 
centuries had required all papers to be submitted in handwriting, began 
to require such papers to be typewritten, and today the handwritten legal 
document is the exception, not the rule. The large business houses having 
an extensive correspondence, being always ready for improvements and 
time saving methods, were ngxt to adopt the typewriter, and the commer- 
cial world in general soon followed their example. The work of the type- 
writer was its own best recommendation. As typewritten letters and 
papers were spread throughout the country there was awakened a general 
interest in the machine and its work. It beghn to find its way into every 
line of business and professional life; authors and newspaper men adopted 
it; telegraph companies have made it a part of their equipment, for so 
rapidly can messages be transcribed that the receiving operator cannot only 
keep pace with the sender but can maintain speed so great as to bring 
about the abbreviation of the telegraphic code. In fact, there is not a sin- 
gle business or profession in which the typewriter has not established its 
usefulness. 

The use of the typewriter for miscellaneous correspondence became 
general in all the departments of the government except the department 
of state during the early '80s; it was first used for instructions to diplo- 
matic and consular officers of the department of state in April, 1895.

If it 
were necessary, it would be easy enough to calculate the hours that have 
passed since, say, the great eruption of Vesuvius or the Roman invasion of 
Britain. This historical chronology takes us back, of course, to history’s be- 
ginning. Beyond this lies the prehistoric period,where, in the lack of definite 
dates, we yet contrive, from the evidence of hieroglyphs and such like data, 
to estimate correctly the times of persons and events figuring in the early 
history of man. The case of the Swiss lake dwellings will occur as an 
illustration of a prehistoric period whose time has to be settled not on 
ordinary lines, nor according to chronology which is absolute, but accord- 
ing to one which is relative. The kitchen middens of northern Europe,

those huge collections of shells the contents of which were eaten by primi- 
tive man, and amid which refuse early implements occur, afford another 
example of a case where the age had to be determined by circumstances. 

e case also of caves in which, under a crust of limy deposits, the 
bones of animals no longer included among our fauna—tropical forms, or 
at least presumably those of warmer climates than ours—are found, illus- 
trates the chronology of the geologist. If a find is made of the tusk of a 
mammoth whereon is graven by the hand of primitive man a rude but cor- 
rect outline of the big northern elephant which owned the tooth, history 
is helpless to aid us here. It is the relative timexeeping of the geologist 
which has to be brought into requisition to determine the age of the relic. 
When, finally, we pass backwards in time to the fossils which form the 
record of the rocks, there, even more typically than before, have we to face 
the problems. of relative chronology. 

The geologist, putting the matter in other words, cah only determine 
the age of a rock or other object of his study by comparing it with some 
other formation. The age of the one has to be calculated in relation to 
a whole series of circumstances. If I say that the coal is a younger for- 
mation than the old red sandstong, I know this to be true because invaria- 
bly the coal lies above the sandstone. In the succession of the rocks we

The large falling oft in the building per- 


mits for the first six months of the present 


year as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1902 has aroused some unfavorable 


outside newspaper comment, it being pointed 
to as evidence of a sharp reaction neving 
set in here. 


The falling off is considerable, amounting 
to $11,688,845, but an analysis of the situa- 
tion shows, in the first place, that considera- 
ble of it is moré apparent than real, and, 
secondly, that the remainder is susceptible 
of explanation on grounds which in no way 
reflect upon the growth or general prosperity 
of the city. 

Under normal conditions comparatively 
few permits are generally taken out during 
the months of January and February, but 
last year, owing to the agitation regarding 
the council's possible action with reference 
to the passage of a restrictive height ordi- 
nance, there was a rush for permits for high 
office buildings. During the discussion of 
the subject considerable sentiment devel- 
oped in favor of restricting the height to 
twelve etories. Many owners of central 
holdings well located for office building pur- 
poses, fearing lest they should thus be pre- 
vented from a more extensive improvement 
of their holdings in the future, took time by 
the forelock, and as a result many permits 
for sixteen story buildings and upwards 
were taken out, more as a contingency than 
with any actual*purpose of building. 

As a matter of fact, many of these permits 
were not taken advantage of, but the rec- 
ords of the building department showed a 
total cost of $12,144,060 in permits issued for 
the two months, those for February amount- 
ing to $8,595,510. 

This year the total cost of the permits 
taken out for the two months in question 
amounted to $2,849,625, so that $9,295,335 of 
the $11,688,845 decrease is found in these two 
months. 


Other Reasons for Decrease. 

There were also other potent reasons for 
this falling off, such as uncertainty regarding 
the labor situation, particularly in the build- 
ing trades, the tightening of the money mar- 
ket, the higher cost of building material, 
and the pessage of the ordinance covering 
the construction of tenement. houses. 

The labor situation has probably con- 


tributed more than any single factor to this | 
decrease. It has occasioned much dis-’ 


quietude in investment circles, and tHe fact 
that the two years’ agreement entered into 
between the different building trades and re- 
spective employers’ associations terminated 
last spring, and that there was considerable 
apprehension of trouble in renewing them 
caused the postponement of many projected 
enterprises which otherwise would probably 
have been undertaken in the spring. The 


epidemic of strikes which has since pre- 


vailed, while not materially affecting the 
building trades with which agreements were 
renewed, aroused no-little apprehension 
among investors, with the result of further 
depressing building operations, especially 
large projects. 

The tightening of the money market, with 
the consequent difficulty of securing an ade- 
quate supply of funds even at advanced in- 
terest rates, has undoubtedly operated to 
curtail building operations. Prospective 
builders as a rule deemed it the part of wis- 
dom to wait for more favorable financial 
conditions. 

To a less extent the advanced price of 
building material has affected building oper- 
ations, although had labor and financial 
conditions been more favorable it is probable 
this would have cut an inconsiderable fac- 
torinthesituation. Nevertheless it is known 
that this has been given as the reason for 
the postponement of several large enter- 
prises. 


New Tenement House Ordinance. 


The new ordinane@® regulating the construc- 
tion of apartment houses has unquestionably 


' curtailed building operations to a considera- 


big extent in this fleld by reason of the al- 


leged extra cost imposed. It is claimed that 


under this ordinance these buildings cannot 
be made paying investments when obliged 
to compete with those constructed under 
former conditions. This halting, however, is 
bound to be of a temporary character, as the 
steadily increasing demand for living space 
is certain to be ultimately reflected in a re- 


vival of operations in this fleld, and there 
will probably be found plenty of tenants 
willing to pay the advanced rehts demanded 


in consideration of the extra security, con- 
venience, and healthful conditions assured. 

Considering all the adverse conditions cited 
the building showing for the first half of 
the year is anything but unfavorable, and 
architects and contractors are generally 
agreed. that the outlook for the fall is ex- 
ceedingly encouraging. 


DULL MARKET AFTER FOURTH. 


No Large Deals Closed, but Important 
Negotie tions Progressing—Some 
Deals of the Week. 


As is generally the case during the week 
following the fourth, last weck’s market was 
unusually quiet and practically devoid of 
important transactions fn the way of deals 
actually closed. The continued heat also 
acted as a depressing factor, keeping from 
the city many brokers and imvestors who 
left to egeape the noise ofthe fourth.

An old and popular character of the In- 
diana lakes is: Capt. Oliver Crook, master 
of several steamers plying on Maxinkuckee 
lake. - He is the son of Thomas Crook, a 
brother of Gen. Crook, the Indian fighter. 

Although ‘his uncle killed many a redskin, 
Capt. Crook has a penchant for naming al- 
most everything he possesses after Indian 
chiefs. The names he has given to several 
of his steamers have dislocated the jaws of 
summer visitors who attempted to pronounce 
them. - For several years he ran a boat called 
the Au-bee-nau-bee. Nothing in history 
shows that Au-~bee-nau-bee, who was an In- 
dian chief, was worthy of having any kind 
of a boat christened after him, but Capt. 
Crook painted the name in letters reaching 
from stem to midship on each side of the 
boat. Old Au-bee-nau-bee was a bad Indian. 
He had four wives and quantities of fire 
water, and in a drunken fit killed a wife, and, 


in turn, was killed by his eldest son. The 


redman, however, was known to have grit, 
and Crook stuck to the name until com- 
pelled to bulld a new boat, for which he prom- 
ised to choose a new name. — 

The people of Maxinkuckee hoped he would 
give them something easy, “but what was 
their consternation when they found the new 
boat had had painted on its bow another 
jawbreaker. Nees-wau-gee was its name. 
They were not appeased until the captain ex- 
plained Nees-wau-gee was a Poita- 
watomie chief whom every one loved. } 

Capt. Crook keeps a book in which he re- 
cords the number of people who have asked 
him what the Indjan names mean. It’s a 
big book, but it’s nearly filed. The captain 
gays he has heard 400 different meanings of 
the word. Maxinkuckee, and avers it may 
mean “ gravelly bottom,” or may have been 
the name of a section boss on the Vandalia 
line, fof all he knows. He believes people 
should be kept guessing.

How many of the people who come to this 

resort know about Squaw creek? You 
may ask almost any one who has been 
coming here for years how to get to Long 
lake by water, and he will tell you it cannot 
be done. Yet Long lake and Fox lake are 
connected by a stream about twelve feet 
wide, called Squaw creek. On some of the 
older maps the stream is given prominence, 
but on later charts it is not represented. 

Years ago, when ‘the Fox Indians were 
always at war with the Chippewas and Win- 
nebagoes, the business of their wives was 
to fish and hunt for the braves, and Squaw 
creek was their favorite hunting ground, not 
because of any abundance of game there, 
although there are plenty of fish, but be- 
cause the creek was a place of safety. The 
stream is surrounded by impassable swamps, 
and the entrance is so well hidden that no 
man. finds it until it is pointed out to him, 
and then he is‘rarely able to discover it 
again.

Eating in the Gardens. 


~ Connected with éummer garden drinking in this July tem- 

perature, summer garden eating is scarcely of less dignity and 
importance. Long ago the vaudeville artist ceased having 
fun with the phrase, “‘ dining al fresco,” and to the average 
lover of the green trees and vines and bowers of the garden 
the idea of eating under their rustling leaves with an arch of 
sky beyond became a good deal] more than a French fad. 

In France the art of serving out of door dinners still be- 
longs to that nation in a comparative sense, but every year in 
Chicago and New York the dinner under the trees is growing 
in favor. The roof garden restaurant is coming to Chicago as 
it already has come to New York, while the summer garden 
where drinks are the attraction Im the beginning soon are 
brought to see the popular taste of the people for out of door 
mea 

In the case of a family outing on Sunday nothing is so 
conducive toward making a summer garden visit an outing 
as is the serving of dinner to the members of the family. The 
mother is relieved of the responsibilities of the Sunday meal 
in the first place; in the next she has the pleasure of eating 
under circumstances not at ali possible in her own home. The 
result is that when the day is over she has had diversion in 
every portion of the day. In the case of the one great garden 
in Chicago where music is the first attraction and drink the 
next, there is no doubting that the service of meals out of 
doors is the third ranking attraction of the place. 


Compared with Paris and even with New York it may be 


said that the Chicago thermometer in summer is uncertain in 
its relations to the al fresco dinner. Where a summer resort 
temperature is likely to follow a peep of the mercury at the 
90 mark, and all within thirty minutes, a hot dinner out of 
doors in Chicago elways will have just enough uncertainty 
in it to make a delightful risk for the diners; as to the risk 
on the part of the one who serves it, this will be taken just so 
long as the public taste continues along the present lines. 

In the matter of roofs that reach far above the pavements, 
the roof garden idea in Chicago has a field second only to that 
in New York, and there are indications that one day the privi- 
lege of eating dinners on summer evenings 300 feet above the 
noises of downtown streets will be more generally appreciated

Contractin 19 Summer Garden Habit. 

The summer garden profits to the disadvantage of the 

theater and the after theater restaurants. As the one fills up 

the others become deserted. It has been asserted by some that 

the summer garden is an acquired taste for all but the Ger- 

mans and the French. The latter inherit a natural tendency 

in this direction from the recollection of their boulevards. The 
Germans are the distinctive summer garden people. 

From these the American, taking somethifig from every 


‘nation which has anything to offer, has taken a liking for 


the coolness and the music of the gardens after a day’s work 
at his desk. At first the awerage American, unused to sum- 


’ mer gardens, coming trom a small town, for instance, where 


there are none, to a big city where they flourish, will find 
that there is not sufficient movement to agree with his ideas 
of entertainment. . 

He has to reconcile himself to finding enjoyment in sitting 
placidly at a table, surrounded perhaps by artificial palms or 
by trees, if the manager be fortunate fn having these in the . 
garden, and listening to music, drinking occasionally, perhaps, 
and talking. 

There is nothing exciting to this, and the unaccustomed one 
may not find the enjoyment that the regular patron gets from 
his visit to the garden. That he gets accustomed to ft and 
finally becomes a constant attendant proves that the summer 
garden is founded on a real demand for such amusement.

earries the racers around the huge circles 
is due to their pedaling and not to the 
momentum of the downward ride. 

They go around the circle not once but 
many times, gajning speed and force in each, 
The machine works on the principle 
of the squirrel in his cage. The apparatus 
consists of two huge circles hung on ball 
bearing hubs supported by three heavy iron 
standards. The weight is 3,000 pounds. 

The rims of the circles are three feet in 
width and on these the men ride. The riders 
mount at the bottom of the circles, and as 
they begin to ride the circles begin to revolve 
in the opposite direction. The faster the 
men pedal, the greater the speed of the 
revolving circles. When a high rate of speed 
is obtained the men, by applying their brakes 
to their bicycles, are carried around the 
circles backward. 


Reverse Direction on Circles. 


_ In order to ride the other way the perform- 
ers allow themselves to be carried nearly to 
the top of the circles, and then, by releasing 
their brakes and pushing hard on the pedals, 
gain speed enough to carry them around the 


the water, landing full on his stomach. 

When he struck the water he bounded 
fully three feet above the tank; things began 
to get black before him, when he sank to 
the bottom. 

For fully three minutes the assistants 
thought he was fooling them, as had been 
his custom, but when he did not appear ai 
the end of that time they decided that he 
must have been hurt. 

After getting him to the surface it took 
but a second or two to bring him around 
and he soon ran to the platform, made his 
bow to the audience, and walked off as 
though, but a few minutes before, he had 
not been as near death as any one could. 

Close on Schreyer'’s heels for dare deviltry 
comes Dana Thompson, whose somersault 
diving from a tower ninety feet high into 
a small tank at the foot has a fascination. ° 
The leap occupies one and three-quarters 
seconds from the time his feet leave the 
pedestals until they strike the water. 

The frightful force with which he hurls 
himself through the air would mean his in- 
stant death if his mind should for an instant 
become diverted.

After being thrown back to his trapeze, 
Ernest swoops down again, repeats the two 
back somersaults, and he spins around like

apeze performer,”’ said Ernest Clark, 
in speaking of his latest hair raiser, ‘is 
never satisfied until he cgn make the specta- 
tors’ hair prickle on their scalp and the blood 
run cold in their veins. ' 

' “JT began trying this new feat of mine for 
fun. Charles and I have been on the trapeze 
since We were.10 and 12 years old. For years 
I used to throw a back somersault while fly- 
ing from my trapeze to where he was waiting 
to catch me. Then, by hard practice, I in- 
creased the number to two somersaults. One 


I kept on trying, and at last I was rewarded 
by being able to twist around and land on 
my side. After months of hard work I 
eompleted the pirouette, so that I would al- 
ways land face downward in the net.’

, STRIKING illustration of the great 
change which is taking place in the 
laws relating to women is furnished 
in a new book entitled “‘ Women Un- 
der the Law of Massachusetts,” by 

Henry H. Sprague of Boston (Little. Brown 

& Co.). The author prepared a similar work

he says, “‘ made up of old maxims and cus-

It was not until about sixty years ago that 


ny radical statute amendments were en- 
in recoghition of a -wife’s rights. In 
1845 she was permitted by an ante-marriage 
contract to hold her own séparate property, 
but could not use it in trade or commerce. 
in 1855 she wae allowed to carry on business 
in her own name and possess her earnings 
under certain restrictions. She was also 
given absolute control of her separate prop- 
erty, however obtained. There was slow 
but steady improvement in the legal posi- 
tion of married women for the next forty- 
five years, and on Dec. 31, 1901, the last re- 
vision of the laws took effect, which pro- 
vided for an equal inheritance of property 
by widow or widower and made many liberal 
provisions ,for wives. 

This volume devotes about sixty pages to 
the property and personal rights, obligations, 
and @isabilities of married women, present- 
ing a most valuable and interesting study. 
Nearly 200 references are made to legal de- 
cisions which have beén rénderéd on these 
questions during the last half century. One 
chapter is given to the public privileges and 
disabilities of women, the author holding 
that the one in a large measure balances the 
other. ‘If the advantages which men now 
have under the law over women,” he says, 
‘“‘were to be weighed against the disad- 

‘vantages which women possess over.men it 
would be a mooted question as to which side 
would turn the @cales.”’ 

Men in general always have held this opin 
ion. Those of Massachusetts have. been 275 
years trying in an imperfect way to mitigate 
the atrocious barbarities of the English com- 
mon lew, and yet Blackstone, greatest of 
legal commentators, in summing. up the pro- 
visions of that law, declared with unctuous 
pride, ‘‘So great a favorite is the female 

sex in the laws of England.” It seems a 


mere trifle to the author that all the women 
of the state are disfranchised, except for a 


fragmemcary vote for school committee, and 
that they are barred from all but a few un- 
important offices. This is eompensated for, 
he thinks, by exemption from military and 
jury duties ané the payment of a poll tax. 
Isut only a fraction of the men in Massachu- 


degree, entitled to her services, and 
to @ greater extent to those of the minor 
children, and he is endowed with the head- 
ship of the family. There is in a measure 
the presumption that personal property in 
possession of the husband belongs to him.”’ 
These: inequalities, he considers, are offset 
by laws requiring him to support the family 
and by various others, which on the surface 
seem to favor the husband. But the author 
ignores entirely the important fact that all 
the joint accumniations during marriagé 
through the labor, industry, thrift, economy 
and self-denial of the two, are the absolute 
property of the husband during his lifetime, 
which gives the greatest advantage and au- 
thority that could be possessed. 
The final conclusions are as follows: “‘ The 
. laws fixing the legal status in this common- 
wealth have not come about as a logical 
well considered, and well balanced system, 
but are a fabric in which the original ground- 
work has almost disappeared from sight un- 
der the constant amending which has been 
going on for many years. The theory of the 
common law has’ been almost entirely over- 
thrown by statute. But laws in relation to 
any subject which are the result of a grad- 
ually changing public sentiment will natur- 
ally and necessarily be a complicated growth 
and never become a finished code, . 
Not infrequently new defects and evils. 
greater or less, arise in the overthrowtng of 
old systems for the purpose of remedying 
and tnjustire.”’

Favor Elimination of ~~ Obey.” 

A New York paper recently published a 
symposium regarding the word “ obey in 
the marriage service, made up of opinions 
from well known “ strong minded "' women. 
prominent brides-elect, and Episcopal clergy- 
men. The “ strong minded ’’ women of course 
repudiated the’ word, and aH of the brides- 
to-be announced decidedly that they did not 
propose to have it used in the ceremony. The 
following were among the remarks of the 
clinging young creatures: 

| jilted my ‘first love because he had a 
deep seated idea that a woman owed abso- 
lute, unquestioning obedience to her hus- 
band.”’ 

Everybody kmows that women, as a rule, 
do not obey their: husbands. Obedience im- 
plies differénce in station. I shall so con- 
duct: myself as to command the respect of 
my husband, and no man who respects his 
wife will humiliate her with orders.” 

“There is something more or less servile 
about obedience, and in my married life I 
will have none of it. The whole trend of 
human affairs is towards equality. Whena 
woman surrenders her right to independent 
thought and action she takes a step back- 
wards. When at the altar a bride promises 
to. obey her husband she discredits herself 
or deceives him. Every word in my mar- 
riage vow will be a holy bond with me, and 
for that reason 1 will have the word * obey’ 
elimi 

will obey nobody. ILamofage. lam 
self-supporting. I have traveled, read, 
studied, achieved success. Why should lI 
obey? I am marrying a husband, not a man- 
ager. No.manly man would expect or de- 
mand obedience of his wife. No honeS’t man 
would want ‘his bride to utter the word ‘obey’ 
with a mental reservation. 
married life with a lie.” 

It would be’ superfluous to comment on 
these . opinions. 
the grandmothers turn in their graves and 
the grandtathers rise up in indignant protest, 
but it is not likely that the prospective hus- 
bands are in the least disturbed. They marry 
with their eyes wide open to the fact that 
wives are no longer vassals, and that the old 
definition of Blackstone is a dead letter— 
“ husband and wife are one person, and the 
being and existence of the wife are incor- 
porated into that of her husband."’ But men 
marry just the same, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that married life is happier 
‘today, in general, than ever before. The 

prevalence of divorce is no evidence to the 

contrary. . There were few divorces in olden 
times, because the law did not permit them, 
wives had no means of supporting them- 
selves and thejr children, and an adverse 
public sentiment made their life even more 
miserable than an unworthy husband was 
able to do. Ask the grandmothers whether 
tbe marriages-of the past*were a paradise 
without a serpent. 
The five Episcopal ministers who were in- 
terviewed all declared stoutly in favor of 
keeping the word “ obey’ in the service. 
But then they just as stoutly insist that 
habitual drunkenness, extreme cruelty, and 
permanent desertion should not be grounds 
for divorce. And they also hold that thase 
who make an unfortunate marriage in youth 
should endure a lifetime of misery, or, if 
driven to a separation, should be doomed 
henceforth to livealone. There is practically 
no public sentiment behind such extreme 
views,.and those who entertain them forfeit 
respect, in a great measure, for their opinions 
on other subjects. They are a check on the 
broad, liberal, and humane tendencies of the 


age.

Why Be “Given Away” ? 

Ata recent notable wedding in Indianapolis 
another commendable departure was made. 
Instead of going to meet the groom in the 
conventional manner, on the arm of her 
father, the bride walked down the aisle be- 
tween her father and mother. It is to be 
regretted that she did not carry this sensiblé 
and pretty idea to the extent of having both 
of them “ give her away,” since she found 
it necessary to be “* presented ” to the bride- 
groom. This custom is quite as reprehensible 
as the one which retains “obey” in the 
marriage service. Both are relics of the 
time when every woman was supposed to 
belong and render obedience to some man. 
There was the amusing spectacle in New 
York a short time ago of a grandmother who, 
on making a second marriage, was “ given 
away’ by her son, a youth who was scarcely 
out of His ‘teens. Speed the time when wom. 
en who are independent enough to refuse 
obedience to one man will be self-respecting 
enough not to admit the ownership of an- 


other.

Woman’s A dvantages Nullified.

Some of them possibly reside in 
the four states where women have the full 
suffrage already. Others are likely to go, 
there, or to Great Britain, or sorKe of h 
colonies. In over half of the states in our 
own country, including Massachusetts, 
where Wellesley is situated, they can now 
exercise a partial franchise.

the other half with tools. 


The United States army has driven out the 
plague from the Philippines as effectively as 
it cleared Cuba of yellow fever. The tire- 
less vigilance of the uninterrupted war on 
rats and filth for seven months brought vic- 
tory. A bounty was paid for rats alive or 
dead, each being tagged with its address. so 
that if microscopic examination of it showed 
plague the house from which it came could 
be disinfected or burned. Of the 0,000 rats 
caught 40,606 were examined and 242 were 
found to be suffering from the plague. 


The uses to which the army is put have in- 
creased in both number and importance since 
the Spanish war. In Porto Rico it distributed 
food after the hurricane and provided for fair 
elections: in the Philippines before war 
ceased the army established schools, with 
soldier teachers, stopped smalipox by. en- 
forcing vaccination, and improved sanitation, 
which excluded other contagious diseases. A 
stabie government and healthy cities were 
given Cuba by the army, so that country no

There is more virtue in the smell of a rose than you sup- 
pose. In the fine houses of England, where the English house- 
wife makes it her business to administer to all the needs of 
her large family, there is always a large jar of rose petals. 
The jar is prepared something like the ordinary rose jar which 
used to stand in every home, except that there are few spices 
in it. The odors are as of Araby, sweet, pure, and in certain 
atmospheres quite heavily spiced, with the spice of the pink, 
not the spice of the spice box. 

If you are inclined to scoff at the efficacy of scents just 


stop a moment and consider. Have you never, in your early — 


days, seen your grandmother sniff the camphor bottle? Have 
you never sniffed it yourself? Are the uses of smelling salts, 
hartshorn, and all the keen little odors of the salts bottle 
unknown to you? And have you not benefited by the using of 


them? 
Influenced by Odors. 


Certain odors will make people ill. Have you not known 
smells that acted injuriously? Bad odors will act upon the 
heart, upon the stomach, and particularly upon the spirits. 
If bad odors are too long continued people will be made sick 
by them. And, always, the spirits are depressed by poor 
smells. 

In certain seashore places the summer colony has been 
made out of sorts, out of appetite, and miserable generally by 
strong fishy odors, while one resort was almost cleaned out 
last summer by the odor of kerosene which swept over it. It 
is not fanciful, this @islike for bad odors and the resulting 
illness, but real. 

Now, working on the lines that scents are good for the 
body, nerve specialists are doing a great deal for their 
patients, and wonderful cures are being wrought. 

And among these is a cure which the Viennese have for 
being “out of sorts.” The woman whbd is out of sorts in 
Vienna, and who applies to this hospital, which is called by a 
term which in our language means a sanitarium, is conducted 
to a room, and there she disrobes, puts on a loose robe, and 
lies down upon a sweetly scented couch, upon which there are 
dozens of sweet pillows and a scented coverlid. She is given 
a book to read, while the attendant hufries away with her 


clothing. 


For Low Spirits. 

In an hour everything is brought back to her sweet and 
fresh, and, as she dons her gown again, the patient smiles 
and sniffs gratefully. Her clothing has been sprayed with an 
essence of rose, and after the spraying, which was a thorough 
one, the clothing was aired and sprayed again. After this a 
pressing iron was run over the clothing, if necessary to re- 
store it and take out the dampness. 

The patient goes forth deliciously scented, and the cure 
upon the spirits is said to be perfect. 

The spraying formula, obtained with difficulty from one 
of the attendants, is this: To a pint of spirits of cologne ad@ 
a grain of musk. Let stand in a dark place for three months, 
To this add half an ounce of the oil of rose geranium. Let 
stand three months more. Dilute one-half with spirits of 
cologne. Use as a spray. The same formula might be tried 


by combining all the ingredients and letting the mixture 
stand two weeks. In that case the spirits of cologne could 
be added from time to time as long as the mixture preserved 
its scent.

HE partisan and bad tempered attack which Sir 
James Crichton-Browne made in his recent in- 
troduction to a new edition of Mrs. Carlyie’s 
letters on Froude and Mrs. Carlyle has-proved 
a boomerang; it has brought out the publica- 
tion of the secret memorandum which Froude 
wrote on the whole business—a document which 
! but for the provocation given by Sir J. Crichton- 
Browne and Mr. Alexander Carlyle might never have seen the 
light. And this document, throwing aside much of the reserve 
which Froude found himself bound in mercy and in affection 
to Carlyle’s memory to maintain during his life time, puts 
‘the whole painful tragedy of the Carlyle marriage with a 
plainness of speech that leaves no longer room for doubt or 
geculation as to the real cause of the unhappiness of this 
Stangely assorted husband and wife. I have more than once 
in writing about the subject suggested the explanation, but 
@ course it is ‘a subject so painful that even a suggestion 
of the truth had to be given with delicacy and reticence. That 
epoch in the controversy is now past, and the sto rel the 

the 
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vindicatfon of his memory. He begins by stating that his 
own career had been changed and,.indced, imperiled, by his 
acceptance, while still a young university student, of .the 
gospel of Carlyle. Carlyle led him to doubts of the truth of 
the gospel in which he had hitherto implicitly believed; this 
had led to the abandonment of his intention of going into the 
church, this in its turn to severe reproof from his father, and 
this again to his having to start out in the hard work of 
making .a livelihood without any profession or any power to 
enter any profession but the precarious one of letters. Froude 
was introduced to the Carlyles soon after he left the univer- 
sity, and he was immensely and at once impressed by Mrs. 
Carlyle as “ the,most brilliant and interesting woman that I 
had ever fallen in with.’ ‘‘So much thought, so much light- 
ness and brilliancy, sueh sparkling scorn and tenderness com- 
bined, I had never met together in any human being.” 

On an evening in 1861 Carlyle called. on Froude and, to hie 
surprise, expressed a wish to see more of him, asked him to 
come more frequently to his house and to be his companion in 
his walks and rides, and thus began the closer intimacy be- 
tween the two men which has had such momentous results. 
It was thus that he began to hear more of the relations be- 
tween Carlyle and his wife. Froude soon saw that Mrs. 
Carlyle was not happy. She was “ much alone,”’ for she rare- 
ly saw her husband except at meal times. ‘She sat by her- 
self in her drawing room, either reading or entertaining guests 
~—visitors who bored her, and of whom she dared not ask him

“She suffered frightfully from neuralgia, 
which she bore with more than stoical endurance, but it 
was evident that her life was painful and dreary.’ “ Mrs. 
Carlyle’s pale, drawn, suffering face,’’ says Froude, ‘* haunted 
me in my dreams.”’ Finally there came the utter breakdown— 
Mrs. Carlyle had an illness which no doctor could diagnose. 
‘‘ Carlyle’s wild irritability,’’ says Froude, ‘‘ had shattered her 
at last."” She had to be separated from him, went away; “ the 
constant agitation of his presence’’ and “his forgetfulness 
and preoccupation "' made separation the first necessity. Mrs. 
Carlyle traveled to Hastings, to Scotland; “she was all but 
dead.”” “ Suddenly, as if from the grave, she came back,” and 
then for eighteen months she was tranquil and apparently in 
good spirits and in improved health, but the recovery was 
only apparent. ‘‘ The injury had gone too deep.” and one 
afternoon, while taking a drive in Hydé park, she died, “ with- 
out a word or a struggle.’’ 

It was then that the Nemesis came to Carlyle, and that 
she was more than amply revenged. He “shut himself up in 
the house with her diaries and papers, and for the first time 
was compelled to look himself in the face and see what his 
faults had been.’ And among her diaries he found a record 
of the terrible day when in a fit of passion he inflicted blue 
marks on her arms. The repentance was as tragic as the 
offense. ‘‘ For the next four years,’ says Froude, “I never 
walked with him without his recurring to a subject which was 
never absent from his mind.’ Gradually the two were drawn 


to each other so closely that it was inevitable that Froude 
should be trusted as the man to tell the story of Carlyle’s 
life. And Carlyle gave to Froude ali the papers which were 
necessary for this task, his wife's letters, his own, fragments 
of autobiography, etc. 

Into the causes of their quarrels Froude had to ehter One 
of them had been the friendship with Lady Ashburton, an 
episode known in all its sorrow to students of this controversy, 
but that is a small matter on which it is not necessary to 
dwell. The real cause was of a graver character. It was 
Geraldine Jewsbury, one of the intimates of the household, 
who first revealed to Froude this hideous secret. ‘* Carlyle,” 
as she said, ‘“ was one of those persons who ought never to 
have married.” ‘“ After his wedding day,’’ said Miss Jews- 
bury to Froude, “he tore ‘to pieces the flower garden at 
Coneley Bank in a fit of ungovernable fury,’ for Carlyle did 
not know when he married what his constitution was. And 
Mrs. Carlyle never forgave the wrong she believed Carlyle 
to have done her, and never ceased to suffer from it in body 
and in mind. She often was fully resolved to leave him. Once 
when she had just escaped this final disruption she told him 
‘‘on how narrow a chance it had turned.” ‘‘ His answer hurt 
her worse than any other words she ever heard from him: 
‘Well, I do not know that I should have missed you; I was 
busy just then with Cromwell.’"’ On another occasion Mrs. 
Carlyle had definitely made up her mind toecommit suicide. 
‘‘She was to have gone to Scotland by sea. She meant in the 
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darkness to have dropped over the stern and disappear in such 
@ way that tt might seem as if hcr death had been an acci- 
dent.”” But some chance prevented the sea voyage and the 
suicide. 

Such, then, is the pz nful and almost horrible story. I do 
not’ enter just now into the other questions raised by Froude’s 
memoir. It is a pathetic defense in many respects, for it shows 
the harassing and overpowering anxieties amid which a

literary man had to do one of the moat painful and most 


difficult duties that was ever cast on a writer. ‘I went on 
with my task,” he says, “and I finished it in the best way I 
could, amidst threatened lawsuits, lawyers pressing for the 
papers, feeling throughout that I was handling burning coals 
and under a ‘hail storm of unfavorable criticism, which under 
the circumstances was perfectly natural.’’ Suffice it for me 
here to say that I think Froude was right, and that he fulfilled 
a sacred duty cast on him by Carlyle in revealing the sad 
truth of this story. As Froude says, “Of all literary sine 
Carlyle himself detested most a false biography.’ Therein 
Carlyle was right. This final word, too, that it required this 
exposure by Carlyle himself of his faults to give him a just 
place in the minds of men. It is the greatness and the cour- 
age of his repentance that has shown the man to the world, 
as to Froude, in his true light. ‘ The collecting of those let- 
ters was an expiation—an expiation so frank and so complete 
that !t washed the sin away.’ This is Froude’s judgment; it 
wi':, I believe, be the final judgment of every reasonable stu- 
cent of this ghastly tragedy. ry
